DETAILED ACTION 
Electi on/Res tricti ons 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or 
groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-2, 14-15, and 19, drawn to polypeptide, 
pharmaceutical composition, method for producing a polypeptide, 
and method for treating or preventing a disorder. 

Group II, claims 3-6 and 9-13, drawn to polynucleotide, vector, 
and cell. 

Group III, claims 7-8, drawn to method for detecting a 
polynucleotide. 

Group IV, claim 16, drawn to antibody. 
Group V, claim 17, drawn to agonist. 

Group VI, claims 18 and 20, drawn to antagonist and method for 
treating or preventing disorder. 

Groups I -VI each comprise multiple inventions drawn to the group 
as directed to particular sequences because each sequence is 
unrelated chemically, biologically, structurally, and 
functionally from each other, and thus do not share a common 
special technical feature. In addition to the selection of a 
particular group, the applicant must also elect a single 
sequence that is the specific single invention of the elected 
group to be examined. Note: this further election is an 
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election of one invention from among the many represented in 
each group. The instant election/restriction is formatted this 
way in order to more clearly and compactly indicate the 
different inventions . 



The inventions listed as Groups I -VI do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT 
Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

PCT Rule 13.2 requires that unity of invention exists only when 
the shared same or corresponding technical feature is a 
contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed as 
Groups I -IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
because they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
feature. The "special technical features" of Groups I -IV drawn 
to the polypeptide, polynucleotide, method for detecting a 
polynucleotide, and antibody are shown by Yang et al (database 
accession number AF04744 8, of record in the Search Report of the 
parent PCT application) to lack novelty or inventive step. 
Additionally, the products of Groups I-II and IV-VI are drawn to 
products or methods dependent upon the products which are 
different chemically, biologically, physically, and structurally 
and thus do not share any special technical features in common. 
The methods of Groups I, III, and VI are drawn to different 
methods which comprise different method steps not in common with 
each other and thus each method has a different special 
technical feature (particular method step(s)) not in common with 
the other method groups . 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to 
be complete must include an election of the invention to be 
examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) . 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims 
to a non-elected invention, the inventorship must be amended in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the currently
